EXECUTIVE ORDER NO. 2020*0 ? 

JJ AN ORDER MANDATING ALL HOSPITAL INSTITUTIONS AND HEALTH 
FACILITIES IN THE CITY OF SAN PABLO. WHETHER PUBLIC OR PRIVATE, 
INCLUDING THE SAN PABLO CfTY MEDICAL SOCIETY, TO ACTIVELY 
PARTICIPATE IN THE SURVEILLANCE, RESPONSE AND MANAGEMENT OF 
SUSPECTED CASES OF COVID-19 (2019-nCbV Acute Respiratory Disease 
[ARD])" 

WHEREAS, on March 11, 2020. Ihe World Health Organization {WHO) has 
declared ihe COVID-19 outbreak as pandemic in magnitude in view of the global spread 
of the new disease of international concern; 

WHEREAS, such GOVID-19 threat was initially addressed by President Rodrigo 
Roa Dulerle when he issued Proclamation No, 922 on March 00, 2020 declaring a 
"State of Public Health Emergency" Ihroughout the entire Philippines, thereby 
empowering all governmenl agencies and Local Government Unite (LGUs) to mobilize 
the necessary resources to undertake Critical, urgent and appropriate response arid 
measures in a timely manner to contain or prevent ihe spread o! COVIO-19 and miligate 
or curtail its elfecls and impact to the community; 

WHEREAS, on March 16, 2020, Proclamalion No. 929 was separably issued by 
President Rodrigo Roa Out arte declaring a "State of Calamity* throughout the 
Philippines due to COVID-19 which further provides the National Government and the 
Local Government Units (LGUs) the ample latitude in their disaster preparedness and 
response efforts lo contain the spread of COVID-19; 

WHEREAS, recent verifhed reports revealed that there are hospitals and health 
facilities operating in the City of San Pablo thai openly refuse or decline to respond to 
and manage patients showing ARD signs, such as Influenza-Like Illness (ILh or Severe 
Acute Respiratory Illness fSARIj, or other symptoms suspectedly related to 2019-nCoV; 

WHEREAS, such distressing non-cooperation towards an immediate and vha! 
response to and management of such patients Is a clear transgression of Ihe 
president mandates and directly In contravention of Ihe strenuous efforts exerted by 
the whole governmenl in order lo preclude or eradicate Ihe highly probable spread of 
the lethal virus, not only in Ihe City, but likewise in ihe neighboring communities; 

NOE, THEREFORE, J, LORETO S. AMANTE. as Ihe City Mayer of Ihe City of 
San Pablo, Province of Laguna, by virtue of Ihe powers vested in me by law, do 
hereby order— 

SECTION 1. All hospital institutions and health facilities in the City of San Pablo are 
hereby mandated to actively participate in the surveillance., response and management 
of patients showing ARO signs or symptoms suspiciously m relation to COVID-19. 
Among others, no any palient manifesting ARD signs or symptoms, such as Inffuenza- 
Like illness (ILI) or Severe Acute Respiratory illness (SARI), among others, shat! be 
refused acceptance and management by such hospitals dr health facilities for any 
reason whatsoever, Including financial constraints;

Section 10 of Ihe same Act is hereby adopted insofar as the penalties provided 
for vroSaunn thereof, re., the? cancellation erf tho Business License and/or Mayor's Permit 
of the ernng faenrty, Institution, agency, corporation, school or legal entity, without 
prejudice to the prescribed penalties for violation of She Act which include a fine of not 
™ ,h ™ Twenty Thousand Pesos (P 20,000,00) but not more than Frfty Thousand 
Pesos (P 50,000.00) or imprisonment pi not less than one (t) month but not more than 
sk (6) months, or both such fine and Imprisonment, at the discretion of (he proper court. 
Moreover, the Professional Regulation Commission (PRC) shall have the authority to 
suspend or revoke the license 1o practice of any medical professional ter violation o! 
sudi Act, whNe the Civil Service Commission (CSC) shall have the authority to suspend 
or revoke the civil service dlgfeltity of any erring pub6e servant. And further, if the 
vj&latidn of the Act is committed by a public or private health facility, institution, agency, 
corporation, school, or other Juridical entity duly organized in accordance with law, the 
chiei executive officer, prosietant. general manager, or such other officer in charge shall 
be held liable thereto. 

SECTION 4. Separability Clause,- If any provision of this Order is riadared invalid or 
unconstitutional, the other provisions not affected thereby shall remain valid and 
subsisting. 

SECTION 5. Repealing Clause All orders, rules, regulations and Issuances or parts
